EXHIBITION  OF  COPLEY  PRINTS. 

Probably  everyone  of  us  has  heard  of  Raphael,  Rubens,  Titian  and 
other  artists  of  foreign  birth,  but  how  many  of  us  are  acquainted  with  the 
works  of  our  own  American  painters?  Curtis  and  Cameron,  publishers  of 
the  Copley  Prints,  who  are  doing  much  toward  bringing  before  the  public 
reproductions  of  American  paintings  owned  by  museums  and  by  private 
collectors,  loaned  a  collection  of  prints  to  the  school.  These  were  exhibited 
in  the  Art  Rooms  for  three  days,  December  4th,  5th  and  6th. 

A  small  admission  of  ten  cents  was  charged  to  see  the  exhibit,  and 
with  the  money  thus  received,  after  meeting  the  necessary  expenses,  a  large 
print  of  "The  Manuscript  Book  "  was  purchased  for  Miss  McElhaney's 
drawing  room.  This  is  one  of  the  series  in  the  "  Evolution  of  the  Book  " 
by  John  W.  Alexander,  in  the  Congressional  Library  at  Washington.  In 
this  lunette,  semicircular  like  the  other  five  of  the  series,  the  interest  centers 
on  a  monk  deeply  absorbed  in  his  work  on  a  manuscript.  He  is  sitting 
near  a  high  window,  from  which  the  light  pours  in  over  his  shoulder  on  to 
the  page  on  which  he  works. 
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Another  interesting  series  of  prints  were  the  eight  mural  decorations 
for  the  Pennsylvania  State  Capitol,  by  E.  A.  Abbey.  Of  these  a  very 
interesting  one  was  that  representing  the  twenty-four  hours  of  the  day,  in 
which  the  twelve  light  and  twelve  dark  hours  are  shown  as  beautiful  figures 
encircUng  a  dark  sky,  lighted  by  the  sun,  moon  and  many  constellations. 
This  print  has  been  purchased  for  the  school,  and  will  be  placed  in  Miss 
Winter's  astronomy  classroom. 

Other  paintings  from  the  State  Capitol  at  Harrisburg  were  the  sixteen 
panels  by  Violet  Oakley,  which  form  a  frieze  in  the  Governor's  Reception 
Room,  representing  the  "  Triumph  of  the  Idea  of  Liberty  of  Conscience  in 
the  Holy  Experiment  of  Pennsylvania."  Of  these  a  double  panel  was 
purchased  for  Miss  Smith's  literature  recitation  room,  that  showing  "Wm. 
Tyndale  Printing  His  Translation  of  the  Bible  into  English  at  Cologne,"  and 
"  SmuggUng  the  First  Volumes  of  the  New  Testament  into  England." 

Abbey  was  further  represented  by  nine  of  the  panels  from  his  frieze, 
"  The  Quest  of  the  Holy  Grail,"  which  is  found  in  the  Boston  Public  Library. 
Those  exhibited  were  "  Blanchefleur,"  "  Casde  of  the  Maidens,"  "  Death 
of  Amfortas,"  "  Galahad,  the  Deliverer,"  "  Key  to  the  Castle,"  "  The 
Loathly  Damsel,"  "  Oath  of  Knighthood,"  "  Round  Table  of  King  Arthur," 
and  "  The  Seven  Sins."  To  those  familiar  v^th  the  story  of  the  "  Quest  of 
the  Holy  Grail,"  and  with  the  opera  "  Parsifal,"  these  pictures  were  especially 
interesting. 

Besides  these  large  pictures  were  many  smaller  prints  of  modern  painters, 
both  American  and  foreign.  Among  them  were  the  works  of  Brush,  Belcher, 
Inness,  Couse,  Bickford.  Kendall,  Corot  and  Millet. 

We  have  had  exhibits  of  this  sort  before  and  are  planning  to  have  more 
of  them  in  the  future.  With  the  surplus  from  former  exhibits  we  were 
enabled  to  buy  two  "  Rhine  Prints,"  "The  Wheat  Field,"  for  the  Advanced 
Drawing  Room,  and  "  Old  King  Cole,"  which  was  given  to  Model  School 
at  Christmas  time.

At  each  place  was  a  walnut  shell,  containing  a  verse  telHng  the  news  of 
Cupid's  work,  while  at  the  place  of  the  bride-to-be,  a  solitaire  diamond  ring 
was  found  in  the  shell.  At  the  conclusion  of  the  luncheon,  the  guests  were 
pleasantly  entertained. 
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"Miss  Eastment  has  a  charming  personality  and  is  a  general  favorite 
in  the  younger  set.  She  graduated  from  the  PhiHipsburg  High  School  with 
the  class  of  1911,  and  later  took  a  course  at  the  Indiana  Normal. 

"  Mr.  Sutton,  a  young  man  of  much  prominence,  is  treasurer  of  the 
Indiana  Foundry  Company.  During  his  visits  to  our  city  he  has  made  many 
friends." 

Mr.  Alexander  Thompson  Moorhead  died  Oct.  18,  1912,  aged  79  years. 
Mr.  Moorhead  was,  when  he  died,  the  oldest  member  of  our  Board  of 
Trustees.  No  one  was  more  devoted  to  the  interest  of  the  School  than  he. 
He  was  always  ready  to  listen  to  us  and  to  render  us  any  service  in  his  power. 
He  was  cheerful,  hopeful  and  encouraging  in  his  manner.  The  night  could 
not  be  too  dark  or  stormy,  nor  could  he  be  too  busy  to  attend  the  meetings 
of  the  trustees,  and  at  the  meetings  his  marked  qualities  of  character,  quick- 
ness of  insight,  genuine  practical  wisdom  and  readiness  for  self- sacrifice 
always  appeared.  As  a  member  of  the  committee  of  buildings  and  care  of 
the  hospital  and  sick  he  rendered  invaluable  service,  which  aided  greatly 
the  work  of  the  School.  The  place  that  Alexander  Moorhead  occupied  in 
the  history  of  the  School  will  be  difficult  for  anyone  to  fill. 

He  had  been  a  merchant  in  Indiana,  was  postmaster  in  Indiana  and 
proprietor  and  editor  of  the  "  Indiana  Progress,"  which  last  office  he  held 
at  the  time  of  his  death.  Very  early  in  life  he  became  a  devout  and  devoted 
member  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church,  and  his  heart  was  in  the  church, 
as  was  shown  by  his  perfect  loyalty  and  faithfulness.  He  labored  for  more 
than  fifty  years  in  the  Sabbath-school;  thirty  years  of  this  time  he  was 
superintendent  of  the  school  of  the  church  of  which  he  was  so  long  a  member. 

The  close  relation  of  the  family  of  Mr.  Andrew  Wilson  to  the  Normal 
School  and  the  Normal  School  people  gives  unusual  interest  to  any  circum- 
stances connected  with  the  family.  Mrs.  Wilson,  the  wife  of  our  beloved 
friend  and  long  President  of  the  Board,  Andrew  W.  Wilson,  died  after  a 
lingering  and  painful  illness,  on  October  2,  1912.  Her  Ufe  illustrated  all 
the  richest  and  most  beautiful  qualities  of  a  wife  and  mother.  For  forty-five 
years  she  was  at  the  head  of  an  ideal  home.  She  was  the  mother  of  ten 
children,  all  of  whom  were  permitted  to  be  with  her  at  her  death. 

Her  children  are:  Harry  W.  Wilson,  President  of  the  Farmers'  Bank 
of  Indiana;  Prof.  Robert  Dick  Wilson,  Ph.  D.,  D.  D.,  of  the  Princeton 
Theological  Seminary;  the  Rev.  Dr.  Samuel  G.  Wilson,  for  32  years  a 
missionary  in  Persia;  John  Loughry  Wilson,  who  resides  at  home;  Andrew 
W.  Wilson,  Ph.  D.,  principal  of  the  Kiskiminetas  Springs  School;  James 
Dick  Wilson,  in  business  in  Cahfornia;    Ella  May,  the  wife  of  George  R, 
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Stewart,  of  Pasadena,  Cal.;  Annie  E.,  the  wife  of  Rev.  Dr.  A.  H.  Barr, 
of  Baltimore,  Md.;  Miss  Jane  Pierson  Wilson,  who  has  given  herself  to  the 
care  of  her  mother  with  singular  devotion;  and  Mary  Agnes,  the  wife  of 
Stacy  H.  Smith,  assistant  postmaster  at  Indiana  and  manager  of  the  "  Indiana 
Messenger." 

David  Harbison  Tomb,  Class  of  1878,  died  December  10,  1912,  aged 
56  years,  6  months,  17  days.  Mr.  Tomb  was  born  in  East  Wheatfleld 
Township,  Indiana  county.  Pa.  He  received  his  early  education  in  the 
common  schools  of  Indiana  county.  After  graduating  from  I.  S.  N.  S.,  he 
entered  the  sophomore  year  at  W.  and  J.,  where  he  remained  for  two  years. 
He  then  left  college  and  taught  in  various  schools.  After  five  years  he  chose 
law  as  a  profession  and  read  in  the  office  of  W.  S.  Stewart.  He  was  admitted 
to  the  Indiana  County  bar  in  1887,  and  since  then  has  been  actively  and 
successfully  engaged  in  the  legal  profession,  in  which  he  will  long  be  remem- 
bered for  his  straightforward  and  honest  defense  of  the  right.  November 
5,  1888,  Mr.  Tomb  married  Miss  Maggie  B.  Rankin,  daughter  of  Wm.  and 
Nancy  Rankin,  of  Montgomery  Township.  Mrs.  Tomb  and  six  sons  sur- 
vive. Three  of  these  sons  have  been  loyal  students  of  Indiana,  their  father's 
Alma  Mater. 

We  record  the  death  of  Mrs.  Durling,  wife  of  Dr.  Leonard  H.  Durling, 
our  principal  from  1881  to  1888.  Mrs.  Durling's  death  took  place  May 
14th  last.  She  had  been  in  poor  health  for  considerable  time  before  her  death. 
Her  death  left  Mr.  Durling's  home  empty.  It  will  be  recalled  that  his  son 
Willis  died  not  long  after  the  family  left  Indiana.  The  only  other  member 
of  Mr.  Durling's  family,  "  Charlie  "  Durling,  is  a  very  successful  business 
man  in  Baltimore,  and  it  is  with  him  that  Mr.  Durling  makes  his  home.

The  following  letter  received  from  Miss  Taylor,  now  Mrs.  Daniel 
Thompson,  of  Guanica  Centrale,  Porto  Rico,  gives  us  a  good  idea  of  her 
life  in  her  new  tropical  home: 

"  I've  just  been  out  inspecting  my  property,  which  includes  a  chicken 
house  and  run,  two  hens,  a  rooster,  several  neglected  rosebushes,  and  numer- 
ous bean  plants  in  various  stages  of  development,  from  vines  and  seeds  to 
first  little  sprouts  of  beans  which  I  planted  last  week.  Things  grow  like  a 
shot  here,  if  they  have  water  enough  and  a  little  care. 

If  I  could  remember  all  the  things  I  wish  to  tell  you,  this  would  be  a 
good-sized  book.  It  is  warmer  to-day  than  any  day  since  we  came,  and 
it  is  not  yet  90  degrees  in  the  warmest  room.  The  wind  blows  all  the  time, 
sometim.es  altogether  too  hard.  This  is  hurricane  season,  and  it's  good-bye 
if  one  hits  the  house.  The  tail  of  a  wind-storm  tore  off  about  50  feet  of  the 
factory  roof,  since  we  came. 

"  The  store  carries  only  canned  and  package  goods  like  bi-eakfast  foods. 
Butter  is  in  cans  from  Copenhagen  or  America,  and  sells  at  50  cents  a  pound.

I  saw  canned  sweet  potatoes,  and  we  often  have  canned  apple  sauce  at  the 
restaurant.  It  is  fun  to  buy  fruit  and  vegetables  from  the  native  peddlers, 
who  mostly  carry  their  wares  in  boxes  on  their  heads.  I  can  get  along  with 
the  easy  things,  like  oranges  and  lemons  and  even  chickens.  Saturday,  I 
bought  good  oranges  at  two  for  one  cent,  and  lemons  or  limes,  four  for  one 
cent.     We  seldom  drink  water,  for  it  must  be  boiled,  and  tastes  flat. 

"  We  have  some  nice  birds  here,  among  them  a  French  mocker  that 
sings  very  sweetly,  but  cannot  compare  with  the  Louisiana  mocker  or  our 
own  catbird.  There  are  so  many  dear  little  wild  doves,  and  they  are  so 
pretty,  buzzards,  pelicans  and  the  egret.  A  few  days  ago,  we  went  to  Lemone 
Bay  for  a  dip  in  the  Caribbean  Sea,  and  it  seemed  so  amusing  to  watch  a 
large  pelican  overhead  wondering  if  he  were  preparing  to  dive  at  your  head; 
and  to  suddenly  find  a  school  of  little  fish  swimming  about  you.  They 
come  to  shallow  water  to  escape  the  big  fish,  and  have  to  jump  clear  out  of 
the  water  to  avoid  being  carried  up  on  the  beach.  They  are  not  a  bit  par- 
ticular where  they  hit  you  either. 

"  We  have  good  times  at  the  club  when  vacations  are  over  and  every- 
one is  here.  We  have  had  a  phonograph  concert  with  some  splendid  records, 
all  new.  This  occurs  every  tv.'o  weeks.  We  have  also  cards,  pool,  billiards, 
tennis,  etc.,  with  a  good  reading-room  containing  a  nice  selection  of  papers 
and  magazines  for  both  men  and  women.  The  Company  takes  good  care 
of  the  men  and  their  families. 

"  The  houses  are  well  built,  comfortable  and  clean,  and  are  surrounded 
by  enough  ground  to  do  as  one  pleases  in  the  garden  line.  We  have  more 
ground  than  Smith  Cottage  and  Clarence  Hall  together  have.  I  miss  the 
large  shade  trees  and  the  fruit  trees,  altho'  the  ones  we  have  are  beautiful. 
If  you  can  imagine  a  miUion  or  two  large,  bright-red  nasturtiums  tied  to  a 
large  tree,  you  can  have  some  idea  of  the  flamboyan  tree  which  grows  all 
over  the  island.  I  have  in  my  yard  chinaberry  trees,  some  orange  and  lemon 
trees,  and  one  large,  strange  tree  which  begins  under  the  porch  and  springs 
out  in  a  truly  Japanese  style.  It  bears  clusters  of  fruit  as  large  as  a  squash 
and  these  are  cooked  as  a  vegetable.  A  row  of  banana  trees  separates  our 
yard  from  the  next  and  palms  are  everywhere.  Will  tell  of  our  trip  before 
sailing,  in  another  letter."

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"DOMESTIC  SCIENCE." 

(By  One  Who  Has  Taken  It). 

The  need  of  a  Domestic  Science  Department  at  Indiana  has  been  felt 
for  many  years.  But  it  was  not  until  the  estabhshment  of  the  Four-year 
course  that  this  subject,  both  interesting  and  instructive,  was  taught. 

Those  who  are  not  firm  believers  in  Domestic  Science  have  been  heard 
to  remark  with  scorn,  "I  suppose  they  learn  to  make  candy."  Any  one  who 
has  taken  the  work  at  Indiana  will  tell  you  that  candy  was  the  least  impor- 
tant subject  dwelt  upon  during  the  course.  You  who  have  never  taken  the 
course  will  be  surprised  to  learn  that  we  made  the  whole  list  of  edible  essentials 
for  a  happy  home.  We  actually  made  butter  and  cheese, — not  to  mention 
bread,  pies,  cakes  and  doughnuts. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  term  dishes  which  could  be  served  at  breakfast 
were  studied.     This  led  up  to  a  breakfast,  which  was  served  to  the  class. 

Later  in  the  term  each  of  the  classes  served  a  luncheon  to  members 
of  the  Faculty.  The  decorative  scheme  at  the  first  luncheon  was  carried 
out  in  autumn  leaves,  chrysanthemums,  and  red  berries.  The  place  cards 
were  daintily  decorated,  by  a  member  of  the  class,  with  autumn  leaves.  The 
center  decoration  consisted  of  red  berries  and  green  leaves,  artistically 
arranged. 

This  was  succeeded  by  a  violet  luncheon.  The  color  scheme  was  carried 
out  in  each  course,  either  by  a  natural  flower,  or  by  the  color  of  the  dish 
itself. 

Careful  lessons  in  the  serving  and  setting  of  a  table  made  it  possible 
for  the  luncheons  to  be  served  in  good  taste. 

In  addition  to  cookery  we  made  a  thorough  study  of  foods, — their 
composition,  fuel  value,  and  digestibiUty.  General  housekeeping  was  not 
neglected,  including  bacteriology  and  plain  house-cleaning,  when  we  our- 
selves cleaned  the  kitchen  throughout. 

Girls,  you  really  should  take  this  course,  for,  as  Frances  E.  Willard 
says,  "  The  mission  of  the  ideal  woman  is  to  make  the  whole  world  home- 
like."   This  is  a  good  motto  for  every  girl  who  aspires  to  true  womanhood.

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THE  TEACHING  OF  MUSIC. 

The  management  of  the  Training  School  believing  that  the  children 
should  acquire  a  taste  for  the  best  in  music,  has  provided  for  an  hour  monthly 
when  the  grades  are  combined  to  listen  to  talks  upon  musical  appreciation, 
with  vocal  and  instrumental  illustrations.  Last  month  Mrs.  Cogswell 
talked  to  as  interested  and  attentive  an  audience  as  the  most  critical  could 
ask  for,  seeking  to  create  mental  pictures  that  the  children  might  focus 
their  attention  on  the  details  of  the  compositions  they  were  listening  to,  and 
gave  bits  of  biographical  matter  concerning  the  composers  and  the  per- 
formers. 

Selections  were  given  from  Handel's  "  Messiah,"  Mendelssohn's  "  St 
Paul,"  songs  by  Schumann-Heinke  and  some  folk-songs.  The  best  Victor 
records  were  used.  The  next  little  "  lecture  recital  "  will  be  devoted  to  some 
compositions  founded  upon  events  in  history. 

The  composers'  names,  also  those  of  the  singers  and  the  names  of  the 
compositions,  were  placed  upon  the  board  for  the  children  to  copy,  and  to 
become  familiar  with. 

It  is  confidently  expected  that  this  course  will  help  the  young  people 
to  a  keen  appreciation  for  the  best  in  music,  and  create  a  real  distaste  for  rag- 
time and  cheap  show  music,  which  they  hear  all  too  much.

The  crowning  delight  of  the  busy  and  happy  days  preceding  the  holi- 
day vacation  was  the  big  Christmas  tree,  which  gladdened  the  hearts  of  the 
children  on  Thursday  morning,  December  19th.  According  to  the  usual 
custom,  the  exercises  were  held  in  the  First  Grade  room,  which,  perhaps 
by  Christmas  magic,  stretched  itself  to  accommodate  the  pupils  of  all  the 
grades,  and  their  teachers  and  friends. 

Santa  Claus,  in  the  person  of  Joseph  Wilson,  was  a  most  welcome  visitor, 
and  as  jolly  and  altogether  satisfactory  a  "  Good  Saint  Nick  "  as  heart  could 
wish. 

The  pupils  of  each  grade  received  pretty  gifts  which  had  been  made  for 
them  by  the  pupils  of  some  other  grade  under  the  supervision  of  the  drawing 
and  manual  training  teachers,  and  big  gauze  stockings,  made  and  filled  by 
the  children  of  the  higher  grades,  were  given  to  the  little  folks. 
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MODEL  SCHOOL. 

The  problem  of  public  school  penmanship  has  long  been  one  which 
teachers  have  struggled  to  solve,  conscious  of  failure,  and  sighing  for  some 
key  which  would  offer  them  the  solution.  Is  there  such  a  key?  New  York, 
Chicago  and  Boston  say  "  Yes,"  and  point  to  the  Palmer  Method  of  Business 
Writing. 

The  Palmer  Method  is  a  complete  and  tested  plan,  worked  out  step  by 
step,  definite  in  its  aims  and  method,  and  based  on  sound  pedagogical  prin- 
ciples. It  combines  legibility,  ease,  speed  and  endurance,  and  fosters  correct 
habits  of  sitting  and  pen-holding  and  grace  of  movement  in  writing.  This 
is  the  enthusiastic  endorsement  of  hundreds  of  schools  in  which  the  system 
has  been  "  tried  out." 

After  careful  thought  and  investigation,  this  system  has  been  selected 
for  the  Model  School,  and  will  be  introduced  at  the  beginning  of  the  Winter 
Term.

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FOOTBALL. 
The  past  football  season  proved  to  be  one  of  the  most  successful  that  a 
Normal  team  has  ever  had.  At  the  opening  of  the  season  only  four  "  I  "  men 
appeared  for  practice — Capt.  Douglass,  White,  Rheam,  and  Morrow.  With 
the  opening  games  it  became  apparent  that  these  four  veterans  would  prove 
easily  the  fastest  backfield  that  Indiana  ever  presented.  Until  past  mid- 
season  the  line  seemed  below  normal  average,  but  in  the  last  and  hardest 
games  it  played  the  most  powerful  defensive  game  seen  on  Normal  field  in 
years.  Next  to  the  speed  of  the  backfield  and  the  excellent  protection 
given  the  runner  in  the  open  field,  the  most  noticeable  point  about  the  play 
was  the  deadly  tackling  of  the  entire  team,  and  the  general  knowledge  of  foot- 
ball shown. 

The  general  style  of  place  was  that  developed  at  Carlysle,  forward  passes, 
end  runs,  and  fakes.  This  style  of  play  made  possible  large  scores  against 
teams  that  had  any  weakness  in  their  defensive  play,  or  lacked  coaching  in 
modern  football.  In  the  two  hardest  games  of  the  season,  those  against 
Bellefonte  Academy  and  Kiski,  the  sUppery  condition  of  the  field  prevented 
open  play  to  any  extent.  In  these  games  the  team  showed  it  had  plenty 
of  power  on  which  to  fall  back,  when  it  was  not  able  to  make  use  of  its  speed. 
One  of  the  most  promising  features  of  the  season  was  the  large  number 
of  games  played  with  other  Normal  Schools.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  these 
games  may  soon  become  the  leading  feature  of  the  schedule. 

At  the  close  of  the  season  Frank  White  of  Indiana,  quarterback  for  the 
past  two  seasons,  was  elected  captain  for  next  year.  Much  of  the  success  of 
the  team  is  due  to  the  able  coaching  of  Frank  Mt.  Pleasant.  With  the  ex- 
perience gained  this  year,  his  men  next  season  should  break  even  this  year  s 
good  record.
